City sponsors expensive 
airport conference 
despite the budget deficit 


Expert flown in

The word “crisis” has been 
used by many city officials to 
describe San Jose’s budget situ- 
ation. Apparently, the govern- 
ment employees running the air- 
port didn’t get the word. 

At the February 24" city 
council meeting, Airport Direc- 
tor Ralph Tonseth delivered a 
progress report on the airport 
expansion project. During the 
course of the director’s testi- 
mony, the San Jose public 
learned that the city government 
had sponsored a three day 
“charrette,” or brainstorming 
session, to solicit ideas on art 
and architectural designs for the 
temporary structure that will be 
a part of the airport’s re-design. 

Despite the city’s $85 mil- 
lion budget deficit, an artist from

Bush y Kerry ponen en marcha una 
campaña que durará ocho meses 


Washington, (EFE).- Con el 
cierre de filas de los demócratas en 
torno al senador John Kerry, tras 
su victoria en el “supermartes:”, y 
los primeros anuncios televisivos 
de la campaña de reelección del 
presidente George W. Bush, 
comenzó el miércoles pasado una 
carrera por la Casa Blanca que 
durará ocho meses. 

De aquí al 2 de noviembre, el 
“cara a cara” entre Bush y Kerry 
será el eje central del debate 
político en Estados Unidos y am- 
bos candidatos no se dieron ni un 
momento de respiro, pese a que la 
fecha aún queda lejos en el 
calendario. 

Kerry viajó el miércoles que 
pasó a Florida para seguir su 
carrera hacia la presidencia, al 
tiempo que el equipo de campaña 
del presidente lanzó una masiva 
“ofensiva” publicitaria en tele- 
visión para tratar de recuperar la 
iniciativa política. 

En los primeros anuncios de 
la campaña “Bush-Cheney 2004”, 
que se difundirán en 16 estados 
considerados clave —en varios 
casos en español — , predominan 
las barras y estrellas y las refe- 
rencias al 11 de septiembre y al 
“firme liderazgo de Bush en 
tiempos de cambio”.

Bush y aprobé este mensaje”, a lo 
que sigue un breve repaso crono- 
lógico en imágenes y frases sobre 
lo ocurrido durante los más de tres 
años de su presidencia.

El Colegio Cañada (Cañada 
College) está ubicado en Redwood 
City y recibe a estudiantes de las 
ciudades circunvecinas en su ma- 
yoría. Como dijo Rosa Pérez, Rec- 
tora del Colegio desde hace cinco 
años “aquí el general de la pobla- 
ción pertenece a la clase media baja 
y de bajos recursos y del total de 
la población estudiantil, el 42% es 
latina”. 

Pero las propuestas para 
ajustar el presupuesto estatal 
presentado por el gobernador 
afectará en gran medida no nada 
más a los estudiantes latinos, sino 
también al resto de la población 
estudiantil y todo por pertenecer a 
una clase social de bajos ingresos. 
¿A qué nos llevan las propuestas 
del gobernador?, bueno, a cortar 
clases en la comunidad, en las 
escuelas donde enseñamos inglés, 
esto es, fuera del Campus del 
Colegio. : 

“Desafortunadamente esas 
clases son las primeras que corta- 
mos ya que son las que cuestan 
más. No solamente hay que pagar 
el sueldo del maestro, además hay 
que pagar la renta del local, el per- 
sonal administrativo y consejeros. 
Eso va a afectar tanto a la co- 
munidad latina, como a las demás 
comunidades que pertenecen a este 
nivel socioeconómico, ya que esos 
estudiantes deben de pagar más por 
aprender inglés”, explicó la 
Rectora Pérez. 

Añade que “quiero que la co- 
munidad sepa que estas propuestas 
del gobernador van a afectar a los 
latinos por dos razones. La 
primera, tenemos en el estado a 
muchos estudiantes indocumen- 
tados que pueden legalmente 
estudiar en nuestras instituciones, 
esto es, existe el permiso pero no 
tienen un centavo de ayuda 
financiera. Entonces, cuando los 
costos para estudiar suben, las 
familias de bajos recursos sin 
importar si son ciudadanos, 
residentes legales o indocu- 
mentados, sufren más”.

Según la Rectora del Cañada 
College, los latinos que desco- 
nocen el sistema educativo de este 
país, a nivel universitario no 
entienden cómo aplicar o solicitar 
esta ayuda, se les hace bien 
complicado, y por ello no llenan 
las formas a tiempo, y no toman 
por eso ventaja de lo que merecen. 
Esa da luego a que se pierdan becas 
y ayuda del gobierno, ya que el 
gobierno dice que estos es- 
tudiantes no están aplicando y no 
lo necesitan y quitan esa ayuda a 
nivel federal. 

“Los recortes a la educa- 
ción propuestos por el gober- 
nador siguen siendo el tema 
de discusión en los centros 
superiores de educación”, 
Rosa Pérez 

Para muestras, un par de bo- 
tones. Verónica Espinosa es estu- 
diante del tercer semestre y trabaja 
medio tiempo, “méva a afectar 
mucho porque yo tengo que pagar 
mi educación y con las propuestas 
del gobernador, es mucho más 
difícil, ya que sólo puedo trabajar 
medio tiempo, porque soy estu- 
diante de tiempo completo”. Ve- 
rónica pretende seguir estudiando, 
quiere ser enfermera. 

Por ahora, en el Cañada Col- 
lege, Espinosa tiene ayuda econó- 


mica para poder pagar sus libros, 
que en promedio, cada clase re- 
quiere de por lo menos tres que 
cuestan alrededor de 100 dólares 
cada uno. Ella explica que “uno de 
los programas que yo perdería es 
el EOPS, (Extended Oportunities 
of Programs and Services) que es 
el programa que me ayuda a pagar 
mis libros”. 

Su petición al gobernador es 
sencilla “que viera como es difícil 
para los estudiantes el poder 
sobresalir, que tuviera el corazón 
de no subir más los precios, sino 
que al contrario, en vez de quitar 
estas ayudas, nos diera más ayuda 
para continuar nuestra educación 
y salir adelante”. 

Verónica tiene también un 
mensaje especial para la comuni- 
dad, “a la gente mayor, a la gente 
joven, a las mamás solteras yo les 
diría que nunca es tarde para es- 
tudiar. Yo trabajé durante dos años 
en un lugar y dejé de estudiar, pero 
me sentía desesperada hasta que 
busqué ayuda y decidí regresar a 
la escuela”. 

Otro ejemplo es Isabel More- 
los, estudiante del tercer semestre. 
Ella trabaja medio tiempo, está 
casada con un hijo de tres años de 
edad y su esposo trabaja tiempo 
completo y estudia medio tiempo. 
Ella —que después quiere estudiar 
en la Universidad de California en 
Hayward— dice que “los recortes 
que propone el gobernador me 
afectaría mucho. El año pasado la 
matrícula o inscripción (tuition 
feed) subió de 11 a 18 dólares por 
unidad y con la propuesta del 
gobernador, tal vez tendría yo que 
juntar 500 dólares para pagar eso”. 

“Si recorta el programa EOPS 
que te ayuda a pagar al menos la 
mitad de los libros, esa cantidad 
podría ser el doble para el próximo 
semestre, además perdería el BUG, 
que es un descuento con el servicio 
de transporte público, ya que el 
colegio te da un descuento en ese 
servicio que está conectado con 
CalTrans, y para muchos de noso- 
tros es el medio que usamos de 


transporte. 

Al gobernador le pido que re- 
cuerde cómo llegó a este país y 
cómo tuvo que ir al colegio para 
aprender inglés, y así como él, 
habemos muchas personas que 
queremos tener una carrera, abrir- 
nos las puertas, que también que- 
remos sobresalir y forjar un buen 
futuro para nosotros y a nuestros 
hijos.” 

La Rectora del Colegio, Rosa 
Pérez, también tiene algunas reco- 
mendaciones para la comunidad “a 
los latinos, que se organicen po- 
líticamente. No es necesario ser 


ciudadano o residente para tener 


VOZ, pero sí es necesario que los 
ciudadanos ejerzan su derecho al 
voto y en este año de elecciones, 


todo el país está pendiente de la voz 
de los latinos y. los políticos en el 
voto de los latinos. A los jóvenes 
que deben decidirse ya para con- 
tinuar la educación. Ahora está la 
puerta abierta, aunque estén su- 
biendo los costos de la educación. 

Así que no dejen de aplicar y 
cuando lo hagan, busquen a alguien 
que entienda el sistema y la 
institución, y que les ayude sobre 
las becas especiales, qué beneficios 
existen. Quiero poner un ejemplo, 
aquí en Cañada College, tenemos 
becas para los indocumentados, y 
eso no lo tienen todos los colegios 
comunitarios en el estado. También 
los padres de familia, deben de 
entender que el terminar la pre- 
paratoria o High School no es su- 


ficiente preparación para tener un 
futuro económico”. 

Finalmente, la Rectora Pérez 
señaló que “al gobernador le diría 
que una inversión en la familia 
latina es una inversión en el estado. 
Que todos sabemos que nuestra 
comunidad está creciendo rápida- 
mente no sólo en número sino 
también en impacto y que somos 
una cultura que quiere contribuir a 
la sociedad, que quiere contribuir 
al futuro del país. Somos trabaja- 
dores así que invertir en la educa- 
ción de los latinos va a producir un 
gran beneficio en el futuro del es- 
tado. Creo que es un error horrible

Grief-stricken members of the Rodolfo “Rudy” Cardenas 
family remain ongoing victims of his tragic shooting

It was midday on February 
17th when narcotics agent 
Michael Walker mistook Rodolfo 
Cardenas for the fugitive parolee 
David Gonzales. Agent Walker 
compounded this mistake when 
he chased down and fatally shot 
this 43-year-old father of five 
children. 

Rudy’s two eldest daughters 
Regina (25) and Corina (19) heard 
rumors of his death. Dreadful 
calls from friends and family kept 
coming in, Still, no public official 
had bothered to notify the 
Cardenas family. A friend hap- 
pened to drive past the corner of 
St. James and Fourth Streets when 
he sighted Rudy’s van hemmed in 
by police vehicles. What followed 
was a series of concerned calls. 

Rudy’s former wife Diana re- 
alized the truth. She went with her 
daughters Regina and Corina to 
the site where Rudy’s van had 
been seen. San Jose Police offic- 
ers were brusque and refused to 
acknowledge anything. Even af- 


ter they identified their relation- 
ship to the deceased, the officers 
gruffly sent them away without 
answers. 

Next, they headed to the San 
Jose Medical Center. Staff replied 
that no one named Cardenas had 
been admitted nor had they re- 
ceived a gunshot victim on this 
day. Though unknown to the 
daughters at this time, both state- 
ments were untrue. An identified 
Rodolfo Cardenas laid dead on a 
gurney just a few feet away in this 
very hospital. 

Diana then took her daugh- 
ters to the coroner’s office. The 
Santa Clara County Medical Ex- 
aminer is part of the initial rollout 
team for every homicide and they 
denied any knowledge concern- 
ing the death of Rodolfo 
Cardenas. 

All attempts by Rudy’s 
daughters to get some official 
confirmation had failed. Wher- 
ever they turned, public officials 
stonewalled them. They went to 
the San Jose Police Administra- 


tion building. Though they wept 
uncontrollably, Rudy’s daughters 
made it clear that they were not 
going to move until someone an- 
swered their questions. 

A half-day later, Detective 
Sergeant John Lax finally ac- 
knowledged that their father had 
been shot and killed. Detective 
Lax cautioned the assembled fam- 
ily not to listen to anything the 
media said regarding this case. 

At the same time, Aida 
Garcia was receiving calls on her 
cell phone from family who were 
watching the ten o'clock news re- 
porting that an agent had shot the 
wrong man. The police in the 
room seemed shocked. Regina 
and Corina were then ushered into 
separate rooms and interrogated. 
The rest of the family was ques- 
tioned whether Rudy used drugs, 
if he lived at a certain address, or 
if he had mental problems. It was 
soon clear to the family that the 
police were more interested in 
Rudy’s past troubles than in look-

is Governor. Besides, drowning 
refugees on the shores of any coun- 
try will not be acceptable in an elec- 
tion year.

In the early 
morning of the conference, some 
of the younger teens, new to GFC 
and as yet without a defined 
project, were obviously uncertain 
about engaging with the motiva- 
tional speakers; whereas the vet- 
erans, after participating in a year 
of GFC training and gaining the 
satisfaction of implementing a so- 
cial change project, were the 
cheerleaders; impassioned by the 
knowledge that they could make 
a difference and impact lives. The 
contrast was remarkable, and the 
enthusiasm, contagious. 

Bringing it home 

Stephanie Ramirez, a junior at 
the Bill Wilson Center, was a teen 
consultant for a day-long self-es- 
teem summit produced by a team 
of GFC girls at Rancho Middle 
School in Milpitas. She explains, 
“You have to do everything on 
your own...its small at first, but 
in the bigger picture, you are get- 
ting to your goal.” 

Stephanie’s mother, Lorraine 
Ramirez was initially recruited to 
become one of the first coaches 
and began with the Milpitas 
project. Stephanie had reserva- 


tions about the idea, telling her 
mom that the girls were going to 
give her attitude and be rude; that 
it was different working with teen- 
agers instead of corporate ‘types.’ 

“So we recruited her as a con- 
sultant,” explains Lorraine. “I 
learned how to get what I want, 
how to make a difference, how to 
make a stand,” responded Steph- 
anie. “Later on you have more 
knowledge and life is so much 
more interesting... There was so 
much peace and love for that one 
day....it inspired me to pass it on. 
It was one of the most amazing 
things ever... It made me want to 
do more.” 

Girls for a Change is looking 
for volunteer coaches and re- 
sources to help school teams from 
throughout Santa Clara County, 
East Palo Alto and East Bay 
schools. Bilingual coaches of any 
languages are particularly wel- 
come. It is not important that vol- 
unteers be professional, but they 
must be willing to participate in 
some training and commit to a 
year long project that would in- 
clude from 10 to 15 hours of com- 
munity service per month.

jes” en múltiples servicios públicos 
o a aumentar los impuestos si la pro- 
puesta no salía adelante. 

En cuanto a la “Propuesta 58”, 
complementaria a la anterior, que 
impedirá que el estado pueda volver 
a emitir un bono similar para 
equilibrar los presupuestos, también 
salió adelante por un amplio 
margen (71 por ciento frente a un 
29 por ciento). 

La medida también requerirá 
que el estado devuelva el dinero en 
los próximos 9 a 14 años. Ambas 
propuestas, la 57 y la 58, son 
complementarias, lo que significa 
que, de haber fallado la una, tam- 
poco habría salido adelante la otra. 

Schwarzenegger se había em- 
pleado a fondo para su aprobación, 
con una campaña de unos 8,5 
millones de dólares —de los cuales 
siete se destinaron a anuncios de 
televisión — en la que no dudó en 
utilizar el tirón de su nombre. 

La campaña logró un fuerte 
impulso cuando la senadora Dianne 
Feinstein, un auténtico peso pesado 
del Partido Demócrata, anunció su 
apoyo.
